A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of tiie interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants intiated interview to ascertain Examiner interpretation of 
various claim limitations, including •^Aflreless link" and "interface client". Applicant explained that the invention relates to 
the distribution of network retrieved signals (content), from a remote source, to a "wireless link" (i.e., a physical device 
which receives and fonA^ards the network infomnation), and the fonwarding of the content information to an interface 
client (typically an output display device in relative proximity/vicinity to the "wireless link node"). Thus, there are a 
minimum of three "nodes" in the inventive system, including the remote source, the "wireless link node", and the 
interface client. Examiner maintained interpretation of a "wireless link" as a conduit between two arbitrary network 
nodes, one of which may potentially include the interface client as an end node. Examiner also related the issue of 
current breadth of the claims and the alleged failure to distinctly daim this described environment. It was suggested 
that the claims be amended to include recitation of each device node in detail, each communication channel (i.e., link) 
established and operating between each node, and specific recitation of functionality of the distribution and/or handling 
of received information at the "wireless link node" and/or the client interface node, in order to focus any future 
searching to a particular, relevant area of the prior art which remains extensive in this broadly described environment. 
The Office will reconsider any/all positions upon receipt of response from Applicant.
